THE STOCKWELLS, 

Writers on horse-breeding, and gentlemen who are considered 
‘‘authorities” on this intricate subject, have always contended that 
the selection of the sire is of much more importance than the selec- 
tion of the dam, in order to breed a racer of the highest form and 
excellence. Get a good “roomy” mare, ‘low and lengthy ;” never 
mind how she is bred; put her to the highest bred or highest-priced 
stallion of the day, and the result will be a phenomenon of the highest 
grade—an Alarm, a Weat Australian, a Blair Athol, an Ely, or a 
Gladiateur. Is thiaso? Does experience justify such a conclusion ? 
L unhesitatingly aay no. I will take Stockwell as an example ; he is 
par excellence, the fashionable sire of the day. His fee is one hundred 
guineas, and even at that price his smilo is considered an especial 
favour, Whatis the result? Unless the mare is as well bred, or even 


better bred than himself, invariable failure. It is true that out of 
good mares he has got some very good winners, but unlesa the mares 
have been of illustrious ancestry the failure ‘has been uniform and 
invariable. He has, it is true, got an unvsual number of winners, but 
the vast majority have been scratching half-milers. Then, see what 
achance he has had, and except from Touchstone mares or those even 
Letter bred till, he has never got a stayer. Tho 'T.Y.O. is the length of 
the tether of most of the Stockwells—the latest champion of that 
blood, the famous Ont-and-Outer, the invincible Sortie colt to wit, 
All Btockwell’s progeny which have shown the least disposition to 
satay bave been out of mares of better blood than himself, and the 
majority of them have been out of ‘Touchstone mares. Audrey, winner 
of the Cewsarewitch Stakes, was out of As You Like It by ‘Touchstone, 
her dam Emma (dam of Cotherstone and granddam of West Aus- 
tralian), by Whisker out of Gibside Fairy. The Marquis, the winner 
of 2000 Guineas and St. Leger, was out of Oinizelli (dam of Mar- 
chioness and Warners’ey } by Touchstone, her dam Brocade by Panta- 
loon. Caterer was out of Selina by Orlando (son of Touchstone), and 
Selina's granddam was the above-named Emma (Cotherstone’s dam). 
‘Asteroid was out of Toetotum by Tonchstone. Baragah was out of 
Mowerina by Louchstone. St. Albans was out of Bribery, whose grand- 
dam waa sister to Touchstone. It Ia true that Blair Athol was not 
out of a Touchstone mare, but then his dam (Blink Bonny) was a 
better mare even than any of ‘Touchstone’s get. Caller Ou, again, 
was not out of a Touchstone mare, but a still better one, 


It is not my intention to disparage Stockwell, but I think the in- 
stances adduced, which comprise the wholo of Stockwell’s get of any 
extraordinary meritof a greater age than three years will abundantly 
suflice toshow thatitisan utter fallacy to ex peot thesire to work wonders; 
and that unless he has suitable mares as well or even better bred than 
himself he must of necessity fail to get good stock, 


Stockwell haa seventeen representatives in the St. Leger, but how 
few of them on breeding grounda can possess the slightest chance? The 
best of his get is also the first favourite of his representatives; and 
deservedly so, She is also the most like him in external appearance 
of any of his stock | haveever seen, It is not with mo # shout of 
‘Behold the mare the world delights to honour,” because I was the 
first one and the only writer who discovered her merita, 1 published my 
opinion of her long before she ever ran at all. When she was a yearling 
and beforesbe was sold, I said that she was by long odds the best filly 
1 hadseen that year, very good looking and very well bred, and as 
early as April this spring, before she ran for the T wo-thousand Guineas, 
1 thus wrote of herin my own paper, the Sporting Times :— 

+“ REGALIA, by Stockwoll, ont of The Gem, by ‘Touchstone, her dam 
Biddy, by Bran, out of Pantaloon's dem, by Peruvian, is a mare ofa 
different stamp to Araucaria, Sbe was bred by Mr. Oookson, and was 
one of the best fillies sold at Donoaster that year. Her dam, The Gem, 
has hitherto bred nothing of note, but that is not her fault. We, how- 
ever, expect she willatone for previous and past eedeiaael by pro- 
ducing a good filly to Stockwell the firat time of asking. 6 could 
have wished that she had been barren the previeus year, but wo must 
make the best of the case agit ia. This mare (Regalia) is quite as well 
bred as Asteroid, and is one of thefew mares got by Stockwellin 1861 
which is likely to pay her way. We know nothing about her except 
her breeding, and i noteven know that sho is welland prepared for 
any race; but we shallinquire, for she is not an animal to be passed 
over, and steal a march andarace upon us unawares.”—Sporting Times, 
April 22, 1865. 

I said she was as well bred as Asteroid, and she has justified mY 
choice by winning the Oaks in a common canter, beating such publi? 
performers aa Wild Agnes, Siberia, and others, and, with Gladiateur 
out of the way, she would win the ei dge tick as oasily, if she is pre- 
muved and wanted, for Obristmas Carol, Eltham, and The Duke are 
immeasurably inferior to her form, I have tabulated her pedigree 80 
that it may the more readily be understood of what strains of blood 
she ia composed :-—

SLASHING MILL BETWEEN YOUNG TOM LANE AND BILL 
FERGUSON AT NINE STONE, FOR FIFTY SOVS, IN THE 
MANCHESTER DISTRICT. 


On Tuesday Young Tom Lane of Birmingham, and Bill Ferguson df Salford, 
met to decide the question of aupromay at Ost, for £25 aside, Ferguson stands 
5 ft 54 in high, and sported for his banner—a neatsilk handkerchlef of blueground, 
white cross bara, and Scoteh plald border, Bill's first quarters wore at Jack 
Parton's, Houghton Abbey, Pollard-street, Manchester, but owing to a split in 
the cabinet the subject of our memoir removed to Charley Morland's, Kettledrum 
Tavern, Butler-»treet, Oldham-road, from which hostelry he took his departure. 
The early portion of his training was taken under the care of M'Grath’s 
Punch, but the fluishing stroke was administered by Young Bill Ingram. Thomas 
Lane is a Brum, and nephow of Hammer Lane, e was ushered into existence 
on the 2let of April, 1844, and is consequently 21 years old; stands 6 ft 6} in 
in altitude, and his flag of defiance wag a beautifal bandanna white ground, 
puce cross bara and border, He hailed from Jack Rooke’s, the Locomotive Inn, 
Oldham-road, sand may almost bo said to have been self-trained, although ho 
received some valuable advice from the host,

THE FIGHT, 

Round 1-—Betting: 5to4on Lane. The condition of the men as they put up 
their forka showed clearly that great pains had been taken to get them as fit as 
roagible, Ferguson perhaps being a trifle too flac, Both advanced with con- 
idence, Little time was lostin sparring ; the men countering on the frontispiece 
and body several times, which resulted in first blood being claimed and allowed 
for Lane, from Ferguson’s mouth, 

Round 2—Both quick to call of time, and on getting fairly within rango the 
Salford representative deliverod with terrific force, cutting the right cheek just 
below thg optic, and alsoon Young Lane's pmeller. Thia ended in lively ex- 
changes, both being down, Lane uppermost. 6 to 4 was now laid to @ gmall 
amount on Ferguson, 

Round 3—No sooner did they face each other than atit they wont, hammer and 
tongs, Lane visiting the cranium and receiving on the body, the atraggle for the 
fall resulting in both being down side by side, 

Round 4-—Lane on the forehead heavily, producing an u ly bump, which some- 
what staggered Ferguson and made him Jook serlous. The latter essayed hia 
left several times, but it passed harmlessly over Lane’s shoulder, who popped in 
& straight shot on the tace, and fell from the force of his own blow. 

Round 6—Lane waa evidently suifering from the damage done to his fist in 
the previous round, and Ferguson having received orders to force the fighting, 
immediately dashed at the body with both hands, receiving on the right eye 
and Under the left ear, and Ferguson was floored. First Enoek down blow 
awarded to Lane, 

Hound 6—Hoth men commenced simultaneously, give and take being the 
order of the day, Forguson on tho ribs, Lane evinging a decided partiality for 
the facial region, and after fighting to the ropes Ferguson was down. 

Round 7—Sharp fighting to the ropes, Ferguson down, 

Round §—Ferguson delivered a heavy right hander on the ribs, Lane re 
turving on the os frontis andeye, Close, and Lane down, 

Round 9—Both quick. Verguson was the first to commence operations by 
planting effectually several times on tho ribs, Lane returning the compliment 
on the canister, when the old’an ultimately knocked Lane olf his pins witha 
good right hander, 

Routid 10-—-Up to this time the fighting was of the gameat and most determined 
deseription, neither shirking the combat, bat rattling away with both hands. 
Che bail was opened by Lane landing a straight hander on the right sight-seer, 
which completely upset the old’an, 

Hound 11—Foerguson came up blowing, when Lane bored in, and after some 
sharp in-fightiog at the ropes Perguson was down. Lane being uppermost, 

_ Round 1i—Lt now became evident that Lane was gradually obtaining a de- 
cided lead, av Ferguson was becoming fatigued, whilst the young-un was as 
strong as ation and full of fighting. Bill, however, in the moat resolute manner, 
advanced to the charge, Aud dashed his left at Lane's head, but it went harm- 
lessly over the shoulder, 

Round 13—On time being called, Bill got close to his man, and dashed out his 
rght, which alighted heavily on Lane’s proboseis, drawing the limpld stream 


freely, The young-un, however, only smiled at the visitation, and returned on 
the right ogle, whon Ferguson came to grasa, falling backwards, 

Round 14- Ferguson came up with his right lamp almost closed and his face 
swelled, Lane distilling claret freely from the nose, Lane was the first to lead 
oY with the right, anda short but quick bout of infighting took place at the 
ropes, both being down, Ferguson under, 

Round 15,—Lane advanced quite fresh, whilst the old ‘un showed unmiatake- 
able signs of weakness, It was plain that young Tom held the trum card, and 
with littie ceremony he again visited the right eye, which was fast joining the 
early closing movement, and Ferguson fell on his face, 

Round 16.—The fight had now become a certainty for Lane—bar accident, who

REMARKS, 


Few observations are needed, as the above detailed account tells it 
The contest was fairly and honourably conducted from beginning to pe alc 
of the men flinching from his ground, and scorning to take an unmanly advan- 
tage. The winner isplayed pugilistic abilities of no mean order, and promises 
to sustain the prostige of'the Lanes. He can take an immense amount of punish- 
ment, is a hard hitter, and if he takes care of himself, will prove a tough cus- 
tomer to Any man avout his own weight who may fancy a turn with him, As 
regards Ferguson, he never fought better in his life than he did on the present 
occasion, and in the stereotyped language of the Ring, although defeated he is 
not disgraced. He fought as long as nature would allow, but he must remember 
youth will be served, We trust, however, his friends will pay him for his colours 
as if he had won. We would advise both men to take a joint benetit, which 
they richly deserve, and we have no doubt they would have a bumper. "Both

got wind, this time that Bob had sold tho race, and deceived those who 
veld him up as the very beau ideal of an honest man. These and simi- 
lav remarks were very common, and we can assure the reader that 
none but the more enlightened of Chambers’s supporters would look 
on the calamity in its proper light and acknowledge he had suffered 
an honest and fair defeat. We have gonorally refrained from dwelling 
at too much length on the fashion in which Bob is received in New- 
castle. To speak mildly, he is the idol of the people, almost 
worshipped by a class, and beloved by all; for proof, look at his former 
matches—take his first, and only defeat, with Cooper; not a cheer was 
raised, every mouth was fall of pity; but witness his victory over the 
same great mana short time back, and then it will bo much better 
seen than the pen can describe, what honesty, frankness, and faith with 
the people will do. Ho was on that occasion cheered to the echo, and 
set down, as he deserved to be, the wonder of the age, and even 
now that he has been conquered by Kelly, he must by one and all be 
looked on as the only oarsman that has faced all comers for six years, 
and only suffered a single defeat. * We’s won the boat race,” was the 
general exclamation, ‘t Hoots man, ye've made a mistake, Kelly can- 
not beat Bob Chambers;” but, however, such it was, a fair right ahead 
race, and no fouling, was won by Kolly, and the championship was 
transferred from the Tyne to the Thames, The Newcastle daily papers 
all published a full report of the race at seven o'clock in the evening, 
when thousands of copies were sold, and it then became knowa that 
Chambers had been lett in the rear from the first, and defeated by fu ly 
four lengths.

THEATRE RoyAL,—AMATEUR PrrrorMANoE.—The eccentric and 
curious taste which thirsts for amateur theatricals has a very oxtensive 
hold upon the imaginations of the Glasgowegians, and amateur 
dramatic societies of var ing shades of talent, from comical imbecility 
to @ passable freedom and propriety, are numerou: ia the city. The 
epidemic is little known, however, until a few rehearsals of a pieco have 
made some body of enthusiasts burn to try its effect—their own ex- 
pression, or want of expression attached—upon the public. Outbreaks 
of the dramatic fever, in the shape of performances, take place now 
and again, and Ged for the salutary outlet they afford for inordinate 
conceit, are generally peculiarly objectionable treats—troubling the 
indigestion like melting mutton pies, which tempt by appearances, but 
once rashly participated in afflict the conscience long afterwards. Tho 
announcement of an amateur performance to tike place in the Theatre 
Royal last SES As by a party of amateurs bearing the proud title 
of the Glasgow Histrionic Society, created an unc*rtain dread in our 
mind, reviewing as we did the number of amateur performances we 
had witnessed with a general and unvarying disappointment. We re- 
solved, however, to goand giveamateur talent anothertrial. The present 
affair was the most pretentious we have seen, Its purpose, a8 adver- 
tised, was the amelioration of the Wallace Monument Fand, and it 
preferred at the top of the enormous posters issued a list of patrons, 
among which were the Lord Provost and Magistrates of ths City, and 
patrons of the society, Sir Archibald Alison, Henry Glassford Ball, Esq., 
and It, Dalglish, Esq., MP. We hope for these latter distinguished 
gentlemen’s own sakes that their conception of the nature of the Glasgow 
tlistrionic Society is extremely obscure. The amateurs algo announced 
the valuable assistance of Miss Bessie King and Mrs. Parker, of the 
Theatre Royal, while the band of the 59th Regiment was to supply 
appropriate music, ‘ho free use of the theatre, we must not omit to 
mention, was kindly granted by Mrs. Glover. The entertainments 
comprised Act 3 of ** Henry VIIL,” ‘‘A New Way to Pay O'd Debts,” 
and the farce of “Boots at the Royal.” Cardinal Wolsey was the 
only part effectively played in the first part of the performance. 
Tho amateur who played the part, however, discovered none of the 
necessary strength of voice or energy of expression. Henry VIJI. was 
partly unintelligible, and partly limp and unkingly; with the excep- 
tion of a gentleman on the right hand of the Cardinal, who scolded 
him most abuaively throughout the piece, the remaining parts were 
supported with a certain tame infatuation. In the second piece Sir 
Giles Overreach was worthily represonted as to elocution, deportment, 
and appearance, but much was wanting in spontaneous expression, 
This is a common charge against amateurs, however, and one to bo 
rectified by practice, so we must accord the amateur Sir Giles a liberal 
moed of praise, He has a capital voice, which he used with advantage, 
although he dwelt rather much upon its lower notes, thus giving a us- 
agreeable monotony to his speech. With more polish this amateur 
would shine, Wellborn was smartly rattled off, but presented few or 
no distinctive features. Marrall was very faithfully represented, in- 
deed we could find no fault with it. Justice Greedy was an excellent 
caricatare, fully of dry humour. The gent'eman who played it, how- 
ever, is scarcely entitled to his full laurela as au amateur, as we know 
him of old in the profession, Lord Lovell was modestly unintelligible. 
Allworth was flat and youthy; and Tapwell seemed in a state of 
harmless idiocy. The gentleman who played Furnace made a worthy 
attempt to make it a character, and would have succeeded better had 
he nov been so coarss. — Lady Allworth was played by Mrs. Parker 
with judicious amiability, and Miss Bessie King played Margaret 
with her accustomed grace, but both ladies were quite apparently ill 
at case in the company of amateurs, Froth was trathfally. imperson- 
ated by Mra, Stewart, of the Theatre Royal. “Boots at the Royal” 
presonted a more difficult phase of acting for the amateurs, comedy 
being thoir universal stambling-block, We must record comparative 
succesr, however, on the present occasion, Boots was comically 
impersonated, its idiotic diction and the change of dress being 
most amusingly carried out, Captain Friskly was rattled off at au 
alarming pace that bewildered the audience, and finally obscured tho 
plot of the farce entirely, The amateur who played the part seamed 
to havo no idea, or a very extravagant one, of the propriety of even 
farce acting, and his attempts to localise his descriptions discovered an 
inferior taste. Mr, Higgins was a cypher aa to acting. Pippin, a senti- 
mental young gentleman, fond of jam and “Jack Steppard,” was 
amusingly hit off by Mr.'T. Watson, of the Theatre Royal. Miss Bessio 
King played Cecilia Moonshine, a young lady of romantic disposition, 
with much quiet humour, but she was evidently embarrassed by Cap- 
tain Friskly’s exceeding briakness. The stage arrangements were 
under the supervision of Mr, Fitzroy, of the 'l'heatre Royal, a gentle- 
man whose enthusiastic love for his profession is in accordance with 
his universally admired talent. ‘Che whole performances passed off 
smoothly, and there was not too much prompting—a part of stage 
arrangement generally, in amateur performances, a prominent feature 
of the entertainmeots. The band discoureed some beautiful music 
thronghout the evening, while the presence of a full and fashionable 
audience lent a superior eclat to the entire performance,

GREAT SCULLERS’ MATCH BETWEEN 
CHAMBERS AND KELLY FOR THE CHAM- 
PIONSHIP AND £900, 


_ (BY OUR SPECIAL REPORTERS.) 
0— 

This great ovent, perhaps the very greatest event ever recorded in 
the annals of the Thames, came to an issue on Tuesday afternoon, and 
resulted in the victory of Kelly. A more exciticeg mateh it is 
impossible to concoive, and the dense masses of people lining the whole 
length of the course testified to the tremendous interest taken in 
the event by all classes of the public. The river was ¢rowded 
with craft of every description, and the banks presented such 
a scene of animation as wear’ aly accustomed to see on the occasion 
of the Oxford and Cambridye great race, 
chartered by various speculators, the Volunteer carrying the 
umpire, J. W. Ireland, Esq., of the London Rowiug Club. Several 
of these river monsters behaved in the most disgraceful manner 
and not only shut out the referee from all view of the 
competitors, but bore down upon the cutters of the men in a manner, 
which threatened to swamp them. On one occasion the River Queen 
for about three seconds gave her swamp to Chambers, but, we are 
bound to add,} not to an extent that for a moment interfered with 
his action. Had he, however, been unfortunate enough to have 
been half a boat's length further astern, tho consequences 
might have been serious. Often as we have had to call the captains 
of these steamboats to account for bad behaviour, we never before felt 
so entirely disguated at their conduct. The anxiety of all parties 
afloat gto get. a good view of the start caused a delay, but 
when the word was at length given the solid! mass of floating 
humanity divided with haste and left a tolerably clear course. 
As on tho previous day, the Northern men were most anxious to 
lay tho odds, and 6 to 4 apparently went begging. This was the case 
more particularly at the Star aud Garter, where the partizans of 
Chambers assembled in great force, and never tired of expreasing their 
confidence in ‘*Ma mon Bob.” The whilom champion of the world was 
adated at an open window in the dining-room, and chatted cheerfully toa 
group of friends. He looked as well as ever he appeared in any of his 
previous contests, and we trust we shall not hear his defeat attributed 
to being ‘‘amiss"—the popular explanation of defeat by all 
who happened to bo on the losing side. While Chambers 
was thua engaged, Kelly, who had sallied forth from Dove Cot- 
tage, passed the {door of the Star and Garter surrounded by 
many friends and attendants, Ho also to our eye looked remarkably 
fit. lis face was of tho Geepest bronze tint, and he walked 
as if a bard of music preceded him, pouring forth the strains of See 
Here the Conquering Hero Comes.” After taking a glance at 
his opponent, Bob retired to his chamber, and Kelly procooded 
to The Bell, where, after undergoing « slight inspection 
by the crowd present to receive him, ho shat himself up and 
indulged in some cold chicken and old ale. Tho interest entailed in 
this all-absording event renders it imperative that we give a retro- 
spective glance at the progress it has made from first to last, and 
in this we must be necessarily brief, in deca ey of the extra- 
ordinary demand upon our space this week, It will be remsmbered 
that for a great length of time cartels have been flying between 
Thames and Tyne, and that the London man has ever asserted that he 
was capable of turning the tables upon the Tyneside hero. His pre- 
tensions have, however, been most pertinaciously poo-poohed | by all 
the talent ; and, despite the rumours of Chambers’s retirement, it was 
universally credited that he could, and would, hold his own as 
Champion of the world for some time to come. It was at Ohester 
races that the present match took form; and when the haggling aud 
bickering terminated, the match reached a culmination with business- 
like rapidity and precision. From the very outset Chambers was 
made the favourite, and in several quarters 2 to 1 was always obtain- 
able. From timeto time our Newcastle correspondent assured us that 
he was rowing faster and better than over, When he left the Tyne for 
tho Thames Harry Olasper came with him, and, taking up their 
quarters at the Star and Garter commenced work in right earnest. 
His boat was built for him by Clasper, and weighed 3dlb. She was ol 
white pine, and appeared to be the very beau ideal of a sculler’s craft. 
Kelly Jost no time in throwing on one side the white apron of mine 
host and commencing training, He started off for Margate and trained 
under the lively influence of the sea breezs, He retarned to town on 
Wednesday last and the moment we beheld him handing the senlis we 
could discern thathe never before was in suchform. His boat weighed 
37)b, aud was built by Jewitt. The progress of the match was mar ked 
with moro interest in the North than by the Southern aquatic circles. 
There appeared to be a very apathetic feeling possessing most people, 
aud this was no doubt attributable to the apparent invincibility of 
Chambers, whose habit of carryiug all before hint had become pro-

Bos Cuamegrs dates his issue into life from the year 1831, being born 
4t St. Anthony’s, neat to Newcastle, on the 14th day of May, He weighs 


ordinarily 13st 7lbs, but barely pulls down 162lbs when trained. 
Aquatic champions date as far back as ’31, when boat-rowing became 
popular on the Thames, and Charles Campbell, who held the post of 
Onour for 15 years, was held up to the public as the sine qua non of a 
"U6 oarsman; he was followed by Coombes, who reigned 6 years, 
ole 2 years, Messenger 3 years, and Kelly 2, the latter, as is well 
‘hown, being defeated by Chambers in that ‘most memorable match 
Which decided the fate of the South on the 29th Sept., 59, and since 
that time the properly termed pioneer of the North Kas proudly held 
the position of champion successfully against all and every comer. 
Affable and courteous, Chambers has won the esteem of not only every 
Supporter of boating, but of all classes of the English constitution who 
mire him for his great qualities, both as an oarsman and a humble 
Gitizen, Although an analogy exists between all great men, it cannot 
but be conceded that self-made men, who, by dint of prudence and 
éxercise of brain, have risen from the ranks, are righteously open to 
Most praise. ‘here are different stages of greatness, we admit, and 
Chambers, once an unthought of, unthinking puddler, in ’65, stands 
honoured as a loyal, honest Englishman, and the greatest aquatic 
Wonder that exists or ever breathed, It has been correctly mentioned 
that Chambers from childhood had a predilection for boat pulling, and 
from the fact of his having frequently been brought into contact with 
‘Ae water doubtless had more than ordinary effect in ripening the many 
*plrations with which he is accredited, Bob is a twin, and something 
Sogular, he has a twin sister, aud his pareuts in a worldly sense being 
poor accounts for our finding him so tender in years undergoing the 
‘oils, hardships, and drudgeries of a factory life. “Che father of Cham- 
re for nearly a quarter of a century was employed as moulder uuder 
'@ Gininent iron manufacturers, Messrs. Losh, Wilson, and Bell, of 
Valker; in his line of business he was looked on as an authority, and 
his demigo was universally regretted by his fellow workmen. Obam- 
rs at that time was employed as paddler under the same firm, aud 
Shortly afterwards the first stroke of hia fortune may be said to date. 
'e are not sufficiently informed how long Chambers acted as puddler, 
Or the many changes he underwent, only it is plain that he devoted 
Much of his spare time to boating, and after years of calculation and 
Practice, came before the public as an oaraman, great in every sense 
of the application, a sculler capable of contending over any course, ir- 
respective either of meteorological or elementary drawbacks, During 
the early portion of Chambers’ career be was entirely supported by a

“Over in Bob some rare sculling qualities, and a good share of plack

but.the long list of races, won and lost, which followed, have never 
6a equalled or excelled by any other rower. At a banqnet given to 
ambers at his own house, last October, we think, the time that he 
was presented with the stakes won in hia groat champion match with 
Cooper, Mr. Leithoad, of Sunderland, one of Bob's earliest supporters, 
kave an exact and interesting history of the manner in which the 
Champion was first fairly brought into public notice.

Who have measured blades with him either on the Tyneor Thames. It

His firat two or three match 8 were nothing important,’ 


ovorlooking a couplo of small events which attracted no notice. 
Chambers’ first match of which we have any record lay with J. Hicks, 
of Wallsend, which took place in 1852. Bob first established his career 
in heavy craft with Hicks. However he was doomed to defeat, as Bob, 
who we understand had much the worst of the boats, lost somewhat 

| easily. He next came out with J. Simm in a pair oared match, 
against Steel and Elliott, whom they out paced with scarcely an 
effort. The same pair afterwards beat two good oarsmen named Hoge 
and Scott. The following year, 1853, Chambers was matched with 
a crack sculler named Shaftoe, of Walker, in heavy boats, Shaftoe 
was freely supported, but Chambers led from the first and won ridi- 

i culously. The defeated party were not satisfied and a second match 
resulted, this time however in skiffs. Bob was for the first time placed 
under Harry Olasper's care, and he did 60 many wonderful thiogs 
when training that he got the public entirely on his side, and Shafive 
was licked more disgracefully still. The name of Chambers after 
these two great achievements became a household word on 
Tyneside, and we may as well mention that more than one of his 
resent backers was satisfied that they had the Champion of Hugland 

in their keeping. This opinion was freely canvassed, and it will be seen 
at the present day how far their idea had become verified. Chambers, 
after the above race, had to remain out of business for nearly three 
years, i.e, until 1856, when at the Thames National Regatta, 
with Thomas M‘Kinney, William Pocock and Harry Olasper 
(stroke),-he won the great champion £100 prize, beating the 
principal picked of England. We need 
tonishment that the victory created; it was the first great 
achievement of the North countrymen, and nobly have they kept their 
reputation since. At the samo meeting, for a prize rowed in old- 
fashioned boats, Bob again won, defeating R. Piner, of Whitehall, J. 
Finois, of the Tower, G. Robins, of Battle Bridge, and others. At 
Durham regatta, held in the same year, with Harry Clasper, John H, 
Clasper, aud Richard Clasper, he carried off the Patrons’ trophy basily, 
At that time “wee Johnny "had a good sculling name, and in the 
skiff race he beat Chambers after a game struggle. His last appear- 
ance in 56 was at the Tyne regatta, when for the Champion prize he 
won the first heat, but only obtained second honours in the final, 
being beaten by Harry Olasper. 1857: In June, at the Howden rogatta, 
won with ease the Scullers’ prize, and with William Bentley won the 
air-oared race, Durham galafollowed, when with the Clasper brothers 

1 again won the Patrons’ Plate easily, and at the same meeting he went 
in first for the Skiff prize, defeating J. H. Clasper. Chambers, after 
these victories, was pitted against. Galley, of North Shields, the prin- 
oipal heavy boat oarsmen then on the ‘Vyne. ‘Tho race came off in 
July, when Bob astonished the spectators by winning creditably, Next 
visited the ‘Thames National Regatta, and with A. Maddison, J. H. 
Clasper, and Harry Clasper, won a second timo the £100 Champion 
race, defeating the Manchester and Hammersmith crews easily; also 
won the Skiff race, beating in the final heat J, M’Kinney, A. Ralph, 
and R. Piner. This we are assured was a splendid trial of skill, and 
only won by half a length, M’Kinney only beating Ralph by scarcely 
one length for second place, In Copsequence of the game manner 
in which Ralph vontested with Chambers, a match resulted for £100 a 
side, which came off on Sept 2l. Bob this time changed the tide of 
affairs wonderfully, as he never threw away a single chance, and won 
easily. At the Manchester Regatta, with J, H. Olasper, Harry Clasper, 
and A, Maddison, for the Pomona prize, won the trial heat, bat lost the 
final by breaking an oar. With A, Maddison carried off the Pair-oared 
prize, At same meeting won theSkiff prize, beating John LH. Clasper 
and others, In September the same year, with J. H. Clasper, 'U. Bruco, 
and Harry Clasper, won the Champion prize at Lauoaster Regatta, 
In December, 1857, Chambers was presented with a substantial testi- 
monial on account of bis great skill as an oarsman and a fair rower, 
1858: At the Durham Regatta he won the skiff race, ouce more tailing 
off little Johnny, and a few others behind the prodigy, Next paid a 
visit to the Thames National gathering, when Bob wishing to lend a 
helping hand to the cockneys, engaged, with a London crew tor the £100 
trophy, but this time only got third place. For the skiff race, how- 
ever, he was more fortunate, as he won a good race, beating G. Drewitt 
and afew more, In August won the Victoria Scullers’ race at the 
Manchester Regatta, beating J. H. Clasper and James ‘laylor; and 
with Maward Winship, B. Ault, and J. fr. Olasper, won the Pomona 
prize, defeating the Five Friends aod, Albert Rowing Olub crows, In 
the same month at ‘Talkin Tarn Regatta, for the Belted Will Plate, 
was conquered by J, H, Clasper. Wo have now to record Chambers’ 
first great match, which was with the respected and celebrated Tom 
White of Bermondsey, which came off on the ‘l'yne on April 19, 1859, 


The distance was from bridge to bridge, for £100 a side, ‘The race, to 
buy the least of it, was a strange one, and certainly inexplicable to 
most of the spectators. White kept well up for nearly 400 yards, when 
Chambers (Ohambers like) fouled a keel, and absolutely lost upwards

White was sorely cut up at his defeat, so much go, in fact, 
that he started for London a few hours afterwards. 
at the Durham Regatta, with Ned Winship, he was defeated by J. H. 
and Harry Clasper in tho pair-oared race. Bob, however, won the Skiff 
prize, besting J. H, OClasper and others; und with E. Winship, 
J. H. and Harry Clasper once more pocketed the proceeds of the 
Patron’s Plate, At the same meotiog, in the culter skiffrace, was beaten 
by J. H. Clasper. At the Thames National gathering, with J. H. 
Olasper, Harry Olasper, and E. Winship, he won the £100 
Champion prize, defeating the Hammersmith, Shikespearo, Kelly's 
and the Western Crews. Manchester Regatta followed, when, with 
ihe same greatcrew, he won the Pomona trophy; also won the Victoria 
Scullers’ Prize, defeating F.G. Barratt, EK. Moortouse, and J. H. 
Clasper. Chambers had now done ali that possibly could be doue to 
fully convince his backers that he was good enough to contend for the 
Ohampiouship of Old England, consequently a match was agreed on 
for him to pull Henry Kelley, on the Thames, for £200 a side. It must 
easily be remembered tho excitement that this great event occasioned,

H. Clasper and Harry Clasper ; with J. H. and Harry Clasper and E. 

Winship, won the four-oared race, beating Taylor's crow ; also won 
the Scullers' Handicap from the scratch, defeating R. Cooper, one 
length start; W. Taylor, W. Lumley, and one or two others. It 
was now made manifest that Chambers would have to undergo another 

tussle for the Championship, as the backers of Tom White, who were 

apparently anything but satisfied with the last tournay, a second time 
threw down the gauntlet for £200 a side, the race to be pulled on the 

Thames. We cannot say much about the race, only that Chambers 
was an immense favourite, and ho fully justifled the rate of betting hy 

running completely away from Tom, who was licked most casily 

by more than 200 yds, In 1861, at the Manchester Regatta, with Fi. 

Winship, carried off the Pair-oared Innkeepor's Plate; and with £. 

Winship, George Storey, and John H, Cinspbe: won the Pomona 

Trophy. Atthe same gala Chambers pulled second for the Skiff 

Handicap, It is proper to state that Bob had to give his opponent, 

named Scott, the immenge start of sixteen lengths; and Chambers 

assures us he could have won had ho not lost fully six lengths more by 

rounding the wrong buoy. At the Royal ‘Thames Regatta won the 

four-oared Champion Race, with BE, Winship, Tagg, and Hammerton, 

and with the celebrated Ned won the pair-oared Champion Race, beat- 
ing five other excellent crews. At the Manchester annual fete, 

with E. Winship, won the Innkeepers’ Pair-oared Race, beating a great 
many other paira At the Durham Regatta, in 1862, with E. 

Winship, won the trial heat in the pair-oared race, but tho final was 

carried off by Newby and Marshall, of Darham, a couple of capital 
oarsmen ; the champion's defeat was said to be the result of accident, 

With Harry Clasper, John H. Clasper and E. Winship won the 
Patrons’ Plate. Afterwards visited the Thames National Regatta, 

when the same crew carried off the £100 champion prize, the Harm- 
mersmith and Kelly crews being amongst the vanquished. After 

Chambers’ victory over both Kelly and White it may be expected the 

pride of the Thames was not to be entirely subdued without proat 
efforts to wrest the laurels from the brow of the Tyne man being used; 

therefore, Everson, of Greenwich, was picked out as a fit candidate, 

A match resulted for £200 a side over the usual course, which came 
off on April 14th, 1863. 2to 1 on Chambers. The exact state of the 

race is easily told; they rowed level for only a trifling distance, when 

Chambers made the running, and afterwards won by any distance he 

considered practicable. In turn, we must now detail the great Inter- 
national match between Chambers and R. A. W. Green, the champion 

sculler of Australia, who came specially from the Antipodes. to test his 

merits against the world-famed aquatic premier of good old England, 

Every one interested in the sport must remember’ the progress and 

settlement of the contest, which came off on the ‘Thames on the 16th 

day of June, 1868. Ohambers was favourite, but immediately after 

the start Green shot to the front, and the apparently easy style and 

manner in which he left the former startled the many thousands of 

spectators. We, however, strittly believe that Green went ahead at 

first foolishly fast, and pumped himself out; at any rate, Chambers 

passed him after a severe tufn and won by nearly five minutes, Green 

was dissatisfied with the race, and immediately posted a fiver for a 

second match, which sum Chambera covered. “A dispute afterwards 

arose whether the race should be pulled on the Thames or Tyne, and 

as Green maintained that it was perfectly understood that tha race be 

rowed over the same course, and as Chambers objected,the stakeholder 
gave Green the forfeit, a proceeding which caused a vast amount of 
paper discussion and talk. After this supposed triumph, Green became 

necdlesely exultant, and in some portraits, which were afterwards 

lithographed, he styled himself champion of England and Australia, but 
those that found their way down North were early altered to simple 

“Champion of Australia.” Atthe unfortunate Tyne Regatta held in 

August, the same year, for the Champion Skiff prize, Chambers, in the 
absence of R. A. W. Green, pulled the first heat over alone ; in the 
final he fell against R. Cooper, of Gateshead, and Henry Kelley, of 
London, The course was two miles. Chambers made poor headway 

during tho first mile, when, in consequence of a foul between Cooper 

and Kelly, he got closeup. Kelly then bore him close to the shore, 

which gave Oooper a great advantage; Kolly soon afterwards was 
pumped out, and a severe race took place between the champion and 
Cooper, when the latter went in first by half a length. Chambers and 

Kelly objected, and a rave over was ordered, which camo off the next 

Saturday, Cooper declined to pull. The race, therefore, Jay between 

Ohambers and Kelly, which was won easily by Chambers. A long 

law suit followed, Cooper asserting that he won the cup according to 

the laws of rowing. Mr. T. Hughes was selected as arbitrator, and 

that gentleman decided in favour of Cooper, with costs, At the same 

regatta Chambers and Winship won the trial heat in the favoured 

race, but did not start in the final. The result of some discussion led to 

mateh between Chambers and Cooper; one miletfor £100 aside, The 

race came off on the 28th July, 1863. Betting in favour of Chambers, 

who led for a quarter of a mile, when Cooper took past him, wnd a 

severe struggle resulted in Chambers being beaten by seven-eighths of 

a length. This was Chambers’ first defeat in skiffa, and it may ba an- 

ticipated he was considerably chagrined at hia downfall. Nearly 

50,000 persons witnessed the race. At the Talkin Tarn Repatta, hold 

the same year, Chambers was beaten by Cooper in the akiff race over 

a distance of one mile, and with a Newcastle craw won the four-oared

Although the backers of Cooper were 

satisfied that Chambers was the superior souller over the Champion 

course, they still had faith that Cooper way unequalled for a short spin ; 

a second mile match, therefore, was made, and which came off on the 

Tyne, on the 12th June last, for £100 a side. Both men trained actively, 

but we considered Cooper was the fittest of the two. ‘Tho race, as tho 

preceding two matebes pulled by the samo men did, created a vast 

amount of interest and betting, but asthe weather on the day of pul- 

ling was not favourable, and the fact of Chambers having lost the | 
north side, made the speculation even; if anything, however, Cooper ~ 
was mostfancied.

sopp, in the final heat for the champion four-oared trophy, and at the 
Stockton Regatta, held two days afterwards, with J. HH. Olasper, 
Newby, aud Marshall, ho won the four-oared race, defeating Cooper's 
crew. This brings us down to Chambers’ present match with Kelly, 
and a perusal of the above performances must satisfy every one that 
euch a brilliant array of matches haye never appeared in print as the 
work and achievements of one individual. It is fitting that we Bay 
that to that great and venerable oarsman Harry Olasper does Chambers 
owo the many qualities he possesses, It was’ Harry who first tanght 
him the radiments of sculling thoroughly, and initiated him into the 
many intricate ways and happy manwuvrings only properly known 
to men of great aquatio standing, and which scullers alone possess, 
Chambers is always proud to tell the oft-told tale of his rapid rising 
under Harry’s care, and we need say little more than that they live 
like father aud son, dutiful toeach other and happy always.

The toss for choice of stations was made on board the umpire’s boat, 
The Volunteer, between James Measonger, Hor Majosty’s Bargemastor 
oftictating for his old friend Kelly, and iron-visaged Harry Olasper, 
the umpire for the Tyneside celebrity, Mersenger tossed with asoveroign, 
Clasper cried ** A woman ;” “ )t’sa head,” ejaculated the portly barge- 
master, and “I win for Harry.” Tho signal was given in the right 
quarter, and the host of The Bell shook his feathers with undisguised 
gratification, and paddled cheeringly to the evergreen-clad banks of 
the Middlesex shore, amidst the towering tongues of lusty throats, the 

‘ confreres of the ex-champion, and who evidently, it appeared, viewed 
this circumstance as a happy augury of conquers, 

Chambers took no possible notice whatever of the station, and 
about half-past two o'clock, the rival candidates for the great stake 
of £900~ unparalleled in the financial reckoning of the Championship 
of the T'hames--began to settle down into something Jike ‘form and 
feature.”

This important event was brought to an issue on the Thames, on 
Monday afternoon, under excellent auspices. The match, it will 
be remembered, was made in consequence of a challenge in Bell's 
Life, issued by Kilsby, who was then anxious to find w custoiner, 
There was some wrangling, but eventually things were amicably ur~ 
ranged, £10 being allowed Wilson for expenses. The day, which 
during tae morning was anything but propitious, towards noon grew 
brighter, and by 2 p.m, the sun was shining with as much power as 
during the whole ot this extra fine summer, At the piers along the river 
very few persons put in an appearance or on the two steam boats 
chartered by the competitors, but at Putney the scene became singularly 
exciting. Here the Newcastle man’s boat came up, and speculation, 
which had previously been very dull, began to take an active turn, and 
from the anxiety of the Londoners to take the slight odds a consider- 
able amount of money was invested, the principal taker of odds being 
Mr. Charles Bush.

A rripie murder of a very horrible character, 
and attended by circumstances that wear an aspect 
of some mystery as to the cause of the crime, was 
committed at a coffee-house, in Red Lion-street, 
Molborn, on Tuesday evening. The victims are 
three children, brothers, aged respectively six, 
eight, and ten years, the reputed sons of a school- 
master living in the neighbourhood, whose ‘name 
has not yet transpired, The circumstances attend- 
ing the commission of the atrocious deed, so far as 
they have been ascertained, show ® most deter- 
mined and deliberate purpose on the part of the 
murderer. It appears that on Sunday even- 
ing a respectably dressed man went te the 
colfee-house, and representing himself as the guar- 
dian of three children who were about to proceed 
to Australia, engaged a bed-room for their accom- 
modation in the interval. On Monday afternoon 
he came ogain accompanied by the children, whom 
he first rent to bed and then left. His visits were 
renewod the following day on several separate oo- 
casions, the last of them being at nine o'clock at 
night, when he went upstairs to seo that they 
were all right. He never called again, and the 
next morning upon the chamber-maid , enterin 
the room the children were found dead. A tele- 
gram was received at Scotland-yard on Thursday, 
informing the authorities there that Ernest Southey, 
the alleged murderer of the three unfortunate chil- 
dren was captured that morning in the High-street, 
Ramagate, The telegram added the startling 
statement that a woman who passed for his wife 
and a female child had been found dead in the 
town. Thereis no reagon to doubt that this woman 
was Mra, White, and the child 4 sister of the inno- 
cont victims now lying in the Red Lion-streot 
Coffee house, Bebind «ll this there lies a fearful 
mystery of motives and objects, which will oause 
the trialof the acoused to be looked forward to 
with itense interest.
